diers and civilians still fresh in their minds, not e\ en the ordering 
out of the entire Thirteenth United States cavalry here had much 
of a quieting- effect.. 


The Villistas were not in .sight at noon, Inn 1he\ w < i e icported 


to be within eight miles of Columbus. 
Colonel Slocum w.is inclined 


to doubi the reports, which were brought here by refugees, but he 
took every possible precaution. 


In anticipation of another attack on Columbus tonight, prac- 


tically al] women left the town totun.

mobiles to Demina and El Paso fftr sutet\.
